ARMY RE-ORGANIZATION. 

A recent cable from London stated 
that relations existed ‘be 
tween Lord Lansdowne, secretary of 
war, and Lord Wolseley, commander- 
jn-chief of !the British forces. Under 
ordinary circumstances, or at eariier 
stares of the war, this would have been 
bad news; but under the extraordins 
ary cirenmstances which have existed 
@ince the outbreak of the war in Oc- 
tober last and particularly in view of 
the fact that its most critital stage 
is past, the chance that a difference of 
doinion hetween the two war lords will 
‘result in a proper apportionment of 
recfponsibility will be welcomed thro- 
ughout the empire. There was a 
mystery connec*ed with the first ape 
pointments of the chief commanders in 
this war‘ and in view of all that has 
cocurred during its progress the my- 
dtery has been deepened rather than 
lessened. a 

It'was perfectly plain that the chief 
1ppointments made at the beginning 
of the wir did not include the men 
avbose rank and service entitled them 
to the confidence of the nation in such 
a crisis. Either the abilities of the of- 
ficers appointed were over-rated or the 
di’ficulties of the war were underrat- 
After the display of murderous 
imcompetence which occurred in De- 
cember alt Stormberg, at Colenso and 
at Magersfonte’n, when siern neces- 
sity compelled the au:horities to call 
upon men whose standing and record 
marked them as the men who ishould 
bhive been calied wpon at first, it was 
expected that whatever malign int 
Nywences hnd been at work had been 
overconie and that new men with new 
methods and a general re-organization 
would result. Unfortunately these 
kcpes have not been realized. While 
one of the three original commanders 
was retired after distingyishing him- 
2eli a saqcond time the other two re- 
mained in the field, although one of 
them subjacted to veryi ‘severe 
censure for subsequent operations and 
the other wais for a time sidetracked 
where he could do no harm. But they 
were not displaced, and there has not 
been that general re-organization and 
recoznition of ability, as well as con- 
demnation of incompetence, that was 
Labked ito be compensation for the past 
‘cosses and humilations of the war. The 
brilliant stratety of the Free State 
Boers under General DPeWet in cap- 
turing « battalion of Irish Yeomanry 
ak a batialion of the Derbyshire regi- 
ment and the cutting of Lord Roberts’ 
communication, is worthy of all praise. 
Rut whait is to be said of the British 
jrenerals who were supposed to be 
holding Lord Roberts’ line of communi- 
cation in safety, who had ample men 
and means. and yet, who not oniy were 
unable to prevent the disasters to the 
yeomanry and the Derbyshires, and 
iso the cuttinig of the railway, but 
remained in a condition of inactivity 
"dr six or seven days, or indeed until 
Lord Kitchener came down from Joh- 
wanesburg with-a forme that could ill 
be spnired at the time by Lord Roberts.

This is by all odds the most disgraze- 
‘ul and most inexcusabie episode of 
the war, especiaily as it occurred aft 
ter seven months experience. There 
aa be no doqubt that officers can be 
‘ound in the British army of ability 
to cope with the besi generals of the 
Boers, but unfortunately it seems to 
be impossible to get rid off incompett 
ermce and to make room for ability) 
whether the blame rests with Lord 
Lansdowne or Lord Wolseley, or both. 
While the naiture and creditable con- 
servatism of the English people has 
no doubt. been a very considerable pro- 
tection to incompetence among Brit- 
«sh officers; where so many glaring 
instances have occurred and in face 
of command by sch energetic gen- 
erals as Lord Roberts and Kitchener; 
there must have been protection ex-~ 
tended from those still higher in am- 
thority, for which: they should be heid 
iasponsible. 

it is perfectiy clear thai Lord Rob- 
erts has been hampered at every turn 
by the incompetence of officers under 
his command; and he is not the man 
to submit to this unless circumstances 
compelled him. But it is not only in 
£eneralship that the army has been 
icking. It is passing strange that in 
what is supposed to be, if not the 
healthiest, or one of the healthiest eli- 
mates in the world the roli of deaths 

ind disablement by disease should 
‘reach the proportion which it has. In 
ull the accounts which have been re- 
ceived of the proceedings of the army 
there has been a perpetual recurrence 
of the complaint of jack of proper fob 
und clothing. While this can readily 
be excused under the stress of a forc- 
ed march such as that which resulted 
in the caitwre of Cronje there should 
be oo reason for its perpetual recur- 
rence at all points of the campaign; 
if proper ability were displayed. That 
an army with the resources of the

o2 tents, does not cumpare too fav- 
orably with the horrors of the Ceim- 
ean war when the difference of the 
' eiimate of South Africa is considered. 
It is well that this war is one in 
avhich a few thousand men more or less 
fmakes no difference to Great Britain, 
but were circumstances otherwise the 
ancompetence in high places with 
Qwhich it has been faced might have re- 
sulted in caitastrophe to the Empire 
It is perhaps as wel) that reverses 
fhave been suffered and that they are 
tentinued even after uitimate vic 
tory was supposed to be attained, in 
order thet the Jessone of the campaign 
shall not be forgotten and that there 
‘ dhadl be such’ a re-organization in the 
British army as shall imsure the re- 
drement of intapables and the pro- 
fmotion of men of ability to ail poci- 
tions of importance in its ranks.

A BOEX ToWN. 

A correspondents of ithe London 
News sends from South Africa, the 
following interesting description pe 
the characteristics of Boer towns\: 

A Boer town is

lines, as one 


sees towns in Canada or Australia. 
The streets seem {9 run much' as they 
“please, or as the exigencies of traf- 
fic have caused them to run. I doubé# 
if tha plan of a town is ever drawn in 
this country. People arrive and settle 
dawn in a happy-go-lucky manner{ 
and straightwas; build ‘themselves a 
home. Their homes are places to live 
in, not to leok at. There is an al- 
mast uiter absence of architectural 
udernment everywhere. AsI sit writ+ 
ing this epistle my eyes can range 
dver a large number of dwellingsi They 
are nearly all alike—plain, square 
iqtructures, plastered snow white.- 
There isa double door in the centre 
of the front, and a window at eacig side. 
of the dovr. A stoop, abotit six feet 
wide, rises a foot from the pathway, 
and there is nothing else to be seen 


| the outside front. ‘These houses 


look bnre and bald, and are as expres- 
aionless as a blind baby. ( To me 
most houses hitve an expression of 
their ofivn. 

In a Boer town most of the piety 
is knocked out of a man. You stare 
at the houses and they stare back at 
you dumbly. There is nothing preten- 
tious or rnkish about any ef them; no 
matter hiow riotous a man’s imagina+ 
tion might be, he could neve conjure 
uj{a ‘wink’ from a Boer house, though 
I have seen houses in other parts of 
the world that seemed to ‘cock an eye’ 
at a passing traveller and invite him 
to try. the door. ‘ 

They have only tavo styles of roof- 
ing ta their dwellings—either the old 
}(shioned gable roof or the still older 
kind of ‘leanto,’ the latter being no- 
thing but a flat top, high at the front 
and running lower toward the back, 
in order that the rain water may carry 
off rapidly: They paint their doors 
and windows a soberish brown, for 
your true Boer has an utter contempt 
‘or anything gaudy or gay. He leaves 
that sort of thing to his nigger ser- 
vant., whd make up ior the master’s 
leytk of appreciation in the matter of 
‘olor by rigging themselves out in any- 
ithing thalt is startling in the way of 
contrasts, for if the white master is a 
Puritan in sg@ch things, the nigger ser- 
vant male ofr female, is a perfect 

7 barite. 

One of the most charming thingss‘no- 
y-eable about a Boer town isi the plen- 
titude of trees in the streets, {They 
‘re o'ten ornamental, always useful 
‘or purpauses of shade. There is no 
“egularity about their distribution; 
they seem! to have been planted spas- 
modiaally, at odd times and in odd 
‘Joy itionls: There is little about them 
to lend one to the belief that they{re- 
‘dived overmuch care after they had 
been put inito the soils I have found 
. very creditable library in pretty 
vearly every Boer town that I have 
‘risited, amd it is a noteworthy fact 
thet all of our most cherished authors 
ir/l a place on their bookshe}ves. One 
ther thiogg I have noticed, which, 
thou'zh a small thing in itself, is yet 
‘ery sigoificantitin nearly every hotel 
ynd in many of the public places, por- 
Craits of dur Queen and members of 
the royal faniily have been hanging 
ide by side with the portraits of nb- 
table men, such as Mr. Gladstone, Lora 
‘alisbury, Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Rhedes{ ‘During the course cf thé 
war all kinds and conditions of Boers 
have had free access to the rooms 
where ‘these portraits were to be seen, 
hut now I find that no damage has 
Seen done to any, of those -picturesf 
oxedpting those of Mr, Rhodes and 
Mr. Chamberlain. ‘This has nt been 
wx Oversight on the part of the Boers 
‘or I defy amy person to find a soli- 
tary picture of the two lastrnamed 
sentlemen that has not been hacked 
vith knives. But the Queen an‘ royal 
amily photographs have in. every case 
been treated with respect.”

The ministers them- 
selyes are divided respecting the ex- 
patteney of forcing an appeal to the 
ca@untry. There is chattering in the 
smoking rooms of the political clubs 
but the shrewdest surmises defer the 
elections until October, and displace 
Lord Salisbury at the foreign office as 


their wishes, and when those ballots’ 
are next counted I believe they will 
be an expression of the people for these 
people fighting for their independence.

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‘STRATEGY WHICE DIDN'T WORK. 

Writing from Thaba Nehu, under 
daita o5 May 2, the Daily Telegraph cor- 
respondent say :-- s Bee | 

“Three weeks ago, when (ieneral 
Chermside’s division marched from 
Bethanie to join General Rundile’s 
force, which was marching from Eden- 
hurg. the next station south on the 
Orange Free State railway, one heard 
nothing talked of but the marvellous 
@Piece of strategy by which the eight or 
ten thousand Hoers south of the 
Bloemfentein, Thxba Nehu, Ladybrand 
line were to be captured and packed 
off to St. Helena, The two divisions 
nnd the ather three under Generals 
French, Pole-Carew, and Hamilton 
have marched some weary miles and 
done a little fighting, and sre all on 
the line indicated, and the total bag 
of Boers, as nearly as 1 have been able 
to calowlaite it, is just twenty-three, 
and sixteen of these were “winged” 
before thers were bagged. It is not a 
brilliant performance. Indeed, when 
one remembers that the Boers bazged 
an exactly: similac number of our men 
tn ‘one bunch its lack of lustre is eas- 
ily discernable. I am not finding fault 
Laine They are most 
iis ve competent people to 

K@ a plan. Nothing cou!d have been 
basier—on the map--than for Rundle 
and Chermside to advance from the 
east amd: drive ihe fos up north! where 
French and Pole-Carew and ian Ham- 
titon were holding ihe bag ready to 
receive him. [ realiy don’t know why 
the pian miscarried, It was impos- 
sible for it to have done SO—on paper. 
Pethags At may have been because we 
forgot that the Boer army moVes at the 
rate of six miles an hour, while ours 
fEmetimes, can accomplish two, for " 
short time. It may be that it was be- 
canise the strategists Overlooked the 
little sap, some tweniy miles wide, 
with plenty of roads, beiween Dewes- 
darp ard the Basuto border, throuzh 
which the enemy was able to 
Sqneeze himself. Or it may have been 
that the Strategists did not care to 
bother bagging the Boer in little bat- 
rhes of six or eizht thousand. Their 
fplan may; for all I know ty the’ con- 
trary, have simply been to drive him 
Morth, so that the whole Jot mizht be 
meagtured at one operation. Whatever 
the cause, ‘t looks as if ail the opera- 
tions of the past three weeks were fu- 
tile and that the whole zZame has to 
be played over again north of the 
Bloemfontein-Thaba »- Nehu-Lady- 
brand lire. 

“I believe some people are attempt- 
ing to put the blame for the failure 
on 'Generai Rundle’s shoulders. One 
cam hardly see how that can be done, 
General Rundle was eager to attack 
the Boers at Wakkerstroom. He cou'd 
have carried their positioa_ without 
much difficulty, and would in alf prob- 
bility have accounted for most of the 
three or four thousand that confroni- 
ed him. But his hands were tied. He 
was forbidden to attack. 
Was orde:ed to await the arrival of 
French and Pvule-Carew, so that. the 
fwhole of ihe Boers might be captured 
General Rundle oheyed orders, French 
and Pole-Carew did not arrive in time 
and the Boers escaped with the loss of 
the few men killed and wounded dur- 
ing the five days that Rundle kept 
them engaged at Wakkerstroom. It is 
wrong to blame General Rundle or to 
judge of his capacity by the result of 
the Wakkerstroom operations. If blame 
is ‘attachable io anyone it is to the 
two generals who wasted time and 
opportunity in following the same road 
from Bioemfontein, instead of one hur- 
rying to Dewesdorp, and the other 
pushing east towards Thaba Nchu, or 
farther, so as to get well in rear of 
the retreating foe. General Hamilton 
could have gone farther north if ne- 
cessary. In this way, with the Boers 
(divided into comyaratively small bod- 
ies -by stray British coiumns, it should 
have been made impossible for them 
to escape, as they have done up to the 
present. It will now be vers difficult 
to prevent the Boers retiring whenever 
{they feel so inclined, to rejoin their 
main bedy farther nortb. At any rate, 
{fthey are north and east of the troops 
sent to intercept them, and I do not 
see how these troops are to get round 
in *heir rear.”

INDIA’S SCOURGES. 

Reylying to a series of questions in 
the House of Commons, the secretary 
of staite for India, Lord Geoge Hamil- 
ton, said the conditions reported by 
Mr. Louis Klopsch and some other' re- 
ports of a similar character only ap- 
plied.to a limited number of districts 
where cholera and small pox had- at- 
tacked the famine camps, thus form- 
mig. a cambinaition which, for the mom- 
ent baffles description. Expenditure of 
money, he added, could not mend ‘the 
(tate of affairs due to cholera, caus- 
ing the people to abandon the camps 
and disperse in all directions. The 
famine had already lasted seven 
months, and it was impossible at pres- 
ent io form ever an approximate esti- 
mate of the total number of deaths 
diractly or indirectly due to the scour- 
ges. Where famiue was aggravated by 
cholera the mortality, was very heavy. 
In othec large districts where the 
{fam ne was equally severe, but was not 
osssociated with other scourges, the ef- 
forts of the gevernment had sen so 
successful that ihe deaths rate was 
bardly above the normal. The total 
of reportea plague deaths from 1896, 
when the epidemic began, te last Aprii, 
fwas 358,685, or about one per annum 
to every 3,000 inhabitants. At the pre- 
sent moment the mortality in Bom- 
bay »was lower than at any period dar- 
ing the last tnree years, and there 
seemed no reason to apprehend that 
an Imperial grant would be aeces- 
Gary.

IN THE FIRING LINE. 

By the courtesy a? Mr. G, Reid we 
are permitied to publish below sev- 
eral paragraphs from letters recently 
received by him froin his son with the 
Mounted Rifies: ; 

Wednesday, May 2nd. 

A Y. M. C. A. man ‘thas just been 
arcund with writing material for us, 
ais we are going into action in the 
merning. We can hear the outposts 
ex hanging shots with the Boers now, 
quite close. 

We.came right threugh Bloemfon} 


tein and had no chance of writing 
there. 


I am writing this by a little fire 
and using my saddle for a desk. 


The Chnadians are away” ahead 
and are scouting and clearing the way 
for the main body of Roberts’ force 
which is enormous. ! 

We have been bringing in cattle 
all day from the enemy, afew shois 
having been exchanged. i 

Riet. River, Monday, May 7th. 


As the mail goes out this afternoon 
(the first since leaving Bloemfontein)| 
I am tak’ng advantage of the oppor- 
tunity for writing. 

We have been under fire twice al- 
teréy. The first scrap we had was 
last Thursday. We advanced in an 
@pcn plain toward the kopjai we 
thcught the Boers were on. The 
ceouts were out about a miie and a 
half ahead and were fired on at about 
109 yardis range. The only damage be- 
ing the killing of the horse of one of 
the scouts. We were galloped around 
to their flank under quite a shower 
of bullets, then dismounted and ad- 
vanced in a firing iine, about — six 
fpaces apart. We walked along until 
we came to our places, all quite cool, 
not a man seeming at all excitad. 
We were stiii in the plain, with noth- 
ing but grass for shelter and had to 
lie down quite exposed to the enemy’s 
view and were only able to fire at the 
hill we knew the bulleis were cominz 
from, Some eight bullets came  be- 
tween meiand/a Leduc man, next one 
landing about five yards behind us. 
Appirent'y some Poer had quite a 
good view QZ mus. The engagement 
lasted about two hours. We had kill- 
ed several, it is hard to learn how 
many, and had only seventeen hurt 
gut ol our division ef 4,000 to 5,000 men. 

The other scraps we had took place 
yesterday. We had marched three 
jlays from the last place of engage- 
ment and there is a river shead, at 
which the Boers blew up the bridge 
ye‘tenday. We could see the smoke 
vnd flying debris from away back, and 
1s ‘the wind was contrary did not hear 
the explosion for about five minutes 
terwards. The troops reached the 
iver yesterday and encountered a 
heavy shell fire, so retired onf 
rein‘orvements up to-night we will 
likely attack them tc-morrow. 

I was on flanking patrol yesterday 
and did not get into that scrap, but 
[ managed to “commandeer” a” big, 
‘at chicken, which was much more 
agreeable as my teeth are now giving 
me trovbie in atiempiing to terkle 
bard tack and canned meat. 

I had only a cup of bitter coffee for 
vreakfast, but at noonl I pluck- 
ed, cleaned and disposed of that chick- 
én ‘im short order. 

We have a better time now, as we 
can “loot” fruit, chickens, veget- 
“bles, and bedsteads for firewood ‘to 
cook, with, 


I am writing this on the butt of 
my rifle, as we are on oubpost duty;

“Pretoria, June 20.—Vunter’s = ad- 
vance column occupied Krugersdorp 
without opposition on June i8. Meth- 
uen, who was escorting a large con- 
voy to Heilbron yesterday, routed a 
‘once under Christian DeWet, who 
erdeavored to prevent him entering 
the little town. Methuen had _ only 
th-ee casualties. Baden-Powell left 
this city to-day on his return to Rus- 
tenburg. The country is quieting down 
in that direction. This satisfactory 
itate of affairs will be materially 
ysssisted by the capture between here 
und Rustenburg, June 19, of two guns 
hy Hutton’s mounted infantry from 
body of the enemy under Command- 
int Duplees. Railway and telegraph 
<tnmunication with Cape Town is now 
retored. All is quiet here and at Jo- 
hannesburg.

THE MONOPOLIES OF THE BOERS. 

The cost of the war in South Africa 
bas been enormous, and the mines of 
the region will doubtless have to bear 
the brunt of the burden thus imposed 
on the British government. For this 
reaison some people are disposed to take 
a gloomy view of the immediate out- 
look for the mine-owners. It should 
be remembered, however, that there 
are offsetting items in the account of 
a most impontant and favorable na- 
thre. A very heavy annual tax by the 
new authorities, which would be cer- 
tain and direct at all events, might 
easily be far less troublesome than the 
majss of taxation, direct, indirect, open, 
and thinly disguised, hitherto imposed 
by the Boers. Wm. Dinwiddle, now 
in South Africa for Harper’s Weekly 
drajws up a ‘formidable -indictment 
against the Transvaal government in 
this respect. 

President Kruger and his followers; 
he mys, have established a system of 
gavernment concessions which sur® 
pass if possible, anything in Spain’s 
colonial possessions as gigantic oppor- 
ftunities for official steals and rake- 
a@fs. These are farmed out to individ- 
jaals, under the specious plea of pro- 
aoting ‘he industries of the country. 
One man has an exclusive government 
fencession for the manufacture of 
{aweets and candies, another controls 
the candJe-market, and so on through 
all the sma}i trades. Why, a trust or 
a combine would blush at the profits. 
these men rake in by means of their 
absolute power to control the selling 
erice of certain commodities! 

The railroad is a royal concession, 
which pays dividends, it is said, of 
Homethinz lixe two hundred per cent 
each year. The selling of dynamite is 
another, and this concession and that 
of the railroad have been extremely 
oppressive to the mine-owner. Dyna- 
mite, which can be delivered at the 
mines for thirty-nine cents for fifty 
pounds, costs the mine-owner eighiy- 
five cents. The granting of these con- 
cessions was practically in the hands 


of President Kruger, and it has been 
carried to such length now ‘that it is 
an ogyen festering sore in the Trans- 
vaal, where glaring scandal after scan- 
dal has been exposed, 


Another evil has been the “tout Jab- 
or system.” No mine-owner ‘to-day 
can secure labor without first ostensib- 
ly dealing| with 2 chief of a black tribe, 
fwho agrees to furnish sc many labor- 
ers for the mines at a bonus of from 
$50 to $80 per head, the rate of wage 
contracted for being’ seventy-five 
cents a day, or three or four times} as 
fmuich as thaijt paid by the Boers any- 
‘where in the veldt. The money is not 
paid to the biack chief, however, but 
to a Boer go-bet ween, and no questions 
are asked.. 


Again, the selling of liquor to the 
natives has been a constant and seriows 
{dmawback to every Uitlander whe em- 
ploys laborers. It is against the law 
to sell liquor to natives, and yet every 
mine-owner estimates that twenty 
per cent of his high-paid black labor- 
ers are totally incapacitated for work 
during two days of the week by drunk- 
enness. Appeals to Pretoria have been 
in vain, and as the secret service men 
are the principal agents of the commis- 
sioner of tiquor, it follows that no ar- 
rests are made for illicit selling of in- 
toxicants. 

Once more, these mine-owners esti- 
gatte that five per cent of their total 
Output of zold is stolen, in the shape 
of amalgam and refined gold. It has 
been practically imposssible to secure 
comviction of thieves, even when taken 
red-handed in robbery, becausa, as 
muclr evidence goes to prove, the secret 
Service department of the government, 
on /which millions have been expended 
amnually during the last few years, 
is the active agent to whom the gold is 
sold, while high officials are the prin- 
cipal bankers of the ill-gotten, but 
well-protected, gains. 

It is no wonder that the mine-owner 
kicks against these outrages, zrow~ 
ing heavier every year. He pays heavy 
laind taxes, {axes on improvements, in- 
come taxes, taxes on output, and poll 


taxes. He pays perfectly frightful 
Prices for everything he wearrs and 
eats His railroad expenses, for 


freizht and personal travel, are the 
highest in the world. The decoration 
and furniture of his house are secur- 
ed at abnormal prices. In fact, to ex- 
ist and cortinue these profitable min- 


the fartune of every burgher who came 
inside the charmed official circle—the 
golden ring of Kruger. Yet, with ali 
this, he was denied the right of any 
representation or voiec in the govern- 
ment. Tf he had had a say in the ad- 
ministration, it would have meant the 
death-blaw to many corrupt  prac- 
tices. The old president knows this, 
and is struggling now, in a last grand 
fight, to keep England out, the Uit- 
landers in his control, and the wiz- 
acd’s hen that lays the golden eggs 
in his clutches. 


The Boer farmer contributes hard- 


ly a thing to the treasury of his gov- 


arnment; the laws have all been fram- 
ed So that he shall never bear the bur- 
dens of taxation, and thereby become 
disgruntled with the nation’s guiding 
hainid. He may even (if hard up} bor- 
row money from the government on 
his landed estate (which consists, us- 
ually, of from’ 10,000 to 16,600 acres of 
unfertile, arid land, over which a few 
rattle graze, and a home-place of mud, 
with half an acre of slizhtly cultivated 
warden-patch) if he states that he 
needs it for improvements. With his 
sldvenly habits of mind and body, it 
is no wonder that he is content with 
this government and believes impli- 
citly all that Onm Paul tells him. 


Not a cent of money could be raised 
by the municipal authorities of Joh- 
annesburg, for public purposes, with- 
ovt the consent of the government at 
Pretoria; not a city’ ordjnance or local 
law could be passed without authoriza- 
tion from this same power. In other 
words, Johannesburg, the cenire of 
Wealth, of culture, of population, the 
headquarters of the Uitlanders in the 
Tmnevaal, ‘was absolutely as much 
under the thumb of President Kruger 
and his followers as is the infant in 
the arms of its mother.

The development of the mining in- 
‘dustry of the Trmnsvaal has been a 
marvellous growth, and the figures us- 
ed in expressing the money invested 
atazger the mind. It costs from two 
to eight millions of dollars to put down 
the preliminary shaft of several thous- 
and feet to the gold-bearing reef and 
to erect the machinery. Many of the 
mines have eaten up twenty millions 
before they have returned a cent of 
jerovit. The net returns, however, on 
this immense capitalization are from 
ten to twenty per cent, some having 
xeached still higher figures. ‘When 
they, the mivre-owners, talk of month- 
ly outputs af 490,000 ounces of gold 
—$%,000,000 and over—the poor man 
with a little change in his pocket sadly 
jingles it together and wishes he were 
rich. In these mines the average pay 
far a: white man is $5 a day; chemists, 
engineers, and other professional men 
receive salaries all the way from $10,-

of the United States. It would cer- 
tainly seen that such a stupendous en- 
fterprise, which employs 100,009 na+ 
tives, and has over fifty. ‘thousand 
wide-awake white men engaged in it, 
deserves to survive and flourish in this 
far-away land under a decent system 
of government, and with some of the 
Privileges we enjoy in our own Jand, 
‘particularly when we remember that 


a large propor*ion of these men are 
our cleverest and ablest professional 
men—Americans who believe in Am- 
—erican ideals.—Mining & Metallurgi- 
cal Journal.
